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Chapter 1: Intro 


Our world faces many challenges, among the biggest of them are: 

overpopulation and climate change. 

Climate change is partly caused by traffic jams, and the use of cars. 

Another problem is the disappearance of huge natural habitats of fauna and flora. 
Nature is what gives humanity its air to breathe. It also prevents floods, 

because the water can go into the ground instead of remaining on the cement. 


A possible solution? Megacities and Stacked Highways. 

If people are living closer together there will be more room for agriculture and nature 

to flourish. By letting nature return, this might help filter the air pollution and give us 

our oxygen back. Not only will this help humanity but many endangered species as well, 
because then, they will have a lot of natural space to live in. 

However, it is important to note that not everyone is going to want to live in the megacities. 
Some small percentage of humans should be allowed to live inside 

permanent camping areas or small villages within nature, 

away from all the hustle and bustle from the megacities. 


It is always important to note, when planning many people think in two dimensions, 

talking about 'square miles' however in this world, we must think in 'cubic miles' as people 
will live above and under each other! Humanity will live in giant vertical structures. 

One tower will contain many different spaces like: shops, gyms, houses of worship, pubs, 
houses and different types of institutions. Not only that, each enormous tower might house 
hundreds if not thousands of people fully accommodated by hundreds of supermarkets, 
parks, and so on. 


Chapter 2: Rules to Preserve Tranquillity 


Living closely together will create a new challenge: respecting each other 

and preserving tranquillity. Even a town with 980 people every square kilometre 

(more then 2,500 people per square mile) can be very busy. 

Many suffer from sensory overload with all the loud noises and annoying digital billboards. 
Therefore there must be new rules to preserve the calmness. 

These will be called: the Tranquillity Rules. Of course these rules may be adapted a bit. 

I suggest testing ideas, colours, designs and lights together with hypersensitive people, 
autistic people, people with epilepsy and people with migraines. They will be able to tell, 
what kind of architecture, lights and products will lead to sensory overloads. 

This way we create a world that is not hard on the senses, and friendly 

for everyone, including neurodivergent people. 


Rule 1: No Sounds Above 82 Db 

No sound, no music is allowed to go above 82 Decibel ever. Not only will this protect 
the eardrums of the people, it will also be beneficial to their mental health 

when there are no painful sounds to hear. Of course exceptions must be made 

for pragmatic purposes like construction work and sirens from emergency 

vehicles (for example police and first responders). 
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Rule 2: No Sounds Above 65 Db at Night and Sunday 

Because people need to sleep, and some sleep earlier or later then others. 

Many people also like to rest during Sunday's, so there will be no sounds allowed 

above 65 Db between 8 PM and 8 AM 

and no sounds above 65 Db allowed on Sunday, starting on midnight and ending next 
midnight. 

Again exceptions must be made for pragmatic purposes like sirens and construction work. 
Although, on Sunday, no construction work is allowed. 


Rule 3: Painful, Annoying and High-Pitched Sounds must be Avoided. 

Like the title said annoying, high-pitched or painful sounds that are artificial 

must be avoided. Perhaps, a rule can be created to forbid sounds above 

a pitch of 1200hz. As those are often painful or annoying. 

Especially smartphones, tablets and some laptops use low quality sound with high pitches. 
Perhaps these sort of sounds or speakers can be forbidden. One reoccurring painful sound 
is when a person makes the "s" sound using a bad microphone, a bad speaker or both. 
This problem must be solved using modern technology. Manufacturers must be required to 
make software and/or hardware disabling the use of painful and annoying 

low quality sound and high pitches. Exceptions will be made for natural sounds and 
sounds that come from necessary activities such as construction work. 


Rule 4: No Flashing Lights, Strobelights and Stroboscope Effect 
Flashing lights will just annoy people and could trigger seizures, thus they will not 
be allowed. For emergencies and alarms rotating lights can be used. 


Rule 5: No Digital Billboards with Moving Images or Screens close to Windows 
Digital billboards with moving images are very annoying for many people, 

as sudden movements demand peoples attention, wither they like it or not. 

The same can be said for big televisions that are close to windows, or that can be easily 
seen from windows. 


Rule 6: Exhaust Pop's, Misfires, Crackle and Bangs are Prohibited 

Cars driving around making a lot of noise and pop's only annoys, scares and anger people. 
These could trigger heart attacks as well. Such noise and behaviour serves no purpose in 

a modern civilized society. 


Rule 7: Honking is only Allowed in Emergency Situations 


Rule 8: Avoid Oversaturated, Neon, Reflective and Fluorescent Colours 

All they do is give many people headaches. Colours like these should be avoided. 

They can only be used for safety reasons, for example emergency vehicles or high visibility 
clothing at night. 
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Rule 9: Blinding Headlights and Blueish Lights must be Forbidden 

All they do is increase traffic accidents, deaths, and give people migraines. 

There will be Illumination Limits, this means several kinds of lights are banned. 

There will be a ban on: Vehicles with day lighting on when it is already dark. 
Furthermore, there should be no lights with more than 1,000 lumens in public areas, 
except on the highway at night. 

There should be no lights with more than 510 lux in public areas, except on the highway 
at night. 

All vehicle lights must be aimed no higher than two degrees downward, except 

on highways at night. 

A ban on lights with a spectrum containing more than 5% blue light in public. 

Lights above 40,000 candela per square meter should be banned (50,000cd/m42 can damage 
the retina). 


Rule 10: No Lasers or Disco Lights in Public Spaces 
These can blind and distract people. 


Rule 11: No Music or Annoying Sounds on Public Transport 


Other Measures to Enforce Tranquillity: 

Each form of public transport will have tranquillity enforcers: agents that will always be 
in groups of three, they can always call for back up. 

There must be measures taken to ensure all buildings have good sound isolation. 

This will lessen the quarrels and fights people will have when living close together. 


There can be 'silent low stimuli zones' every 1 cubic kilometre (0.239912759 cubic miles). 
These could be silent buildings or places with nature. 

And, every 4 cubic km must have a no-sound shop and no-sound pub and no-sound 
community centre, so sensitive people (like autists) can still lead full lives without being 
overstimulated. 


There could be microphones to monitor noise pollution. These microphones will not hang 

in places where it could record speech, and they will be low quality with cameras. All they will 
do is record if there are no loud sounds, they will be there to prevent people from making 
loud music and drive around in pimped cars making a lot of ruckus. 


Every inhabitant can receive free earplugs every two years, and perhaps noise cancelling 
headphones every 10 years. 
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Chapter 3: How the Future World looks like 


Here we see three mega cities, between them is enough space to let nature and biodiversity 
flourish. There are thick lush forests and natural lakes. The megacities are connected by 
stacked highways. 

These cities are enormous, the buildings might be a kilometre or several kilometres high! 
One city might be 5 square kilometre big or perhaps even 50 square kilometre big 
(19.3051079 square miles)! 

One building will house hundreds or even ten-thousands of inhabitants, people will have 
their homes there, they will own their spaces. There will be schools, science lab's, libraries, 
entertainment centres, museums et cetera. All owned by many individuals. 

There could even be parks and farms inside the building! 


Around the megacities there is ground for agriculture, cattle and perhaps small farms. 
There are also huge solar panel fields and meadows full of wind turbines. 


Take note: This drawing is made to make my concepts clear, if this would be a photograph, 
you would not see the highways, nor the wind turbines as they would be to small. 


There could be nuclear turbines but they should be far from the mega city in case 
a nuclear meltdown ever happens there. 
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They should be 80,5 kilometre (50 miles) or more away from each megacity. 

There must also be structures to allow nuclear waste to be recycled into new energy, 

just like Japan is doing right now. There could perhaps be fusion reactors as well. 

It is important to discover new ways of creating energy and to keep our minds open for it. 
We must search for clean, safe, sustainable energy. 


Here we can see how the buildings are connected by skybridges. It is important everyone can 
do everything they need without the use of cars, because cars create a lot of 

pollution and not everyone can afford a one. 

Of course, the skybridges could be big enough for cars to drive on them, and the cars 

could drive inside the 'mega skyscrapers’. Trams and trains could connect the giant buildings 
as well. The bridges will have walls, fences and nets preventing accidents. 


The buildings will have green roofs and trees. Providing fresh air and a good psychological 
environment for the citizens. It will be an environment where pollinators like bees, 

can flourish. 

In the image you can see a Zeppelin. They can be constructed so that they pollute less than 
aeroplanes, yet make it easy for people to travel from city to city through the air. 


Private jets will be made illegal, as they pollute to much for one person. 


Exceptions could be made for state leaders, only when strictly necessary in moments 
of crisis. 
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People can perhaps fly around the city in car-sized drones, or small balloons, 
whatever pollutes less. 


Again, people will have to live more vertically, this means "less" space horizontally, 

but more space vertically. We also have to take in account overpopulation as well, 

limiting the amount of space people can have. The time of multimillionaires and billionaires 
owning multiple big mansions will be over. Everyone will have their own rooms to live in. 


Singles will have a living space with a minimum of three floors of 25m? each. 
(269 square feet per floor) 

Family's of four will have a space of minimum three floors of 100m? each. 
(1076 square feet per floor) 

If that is realistic, when accounting for the increasing human population. 


If possible, every individual and family will get these places for free, because no one should 
be forced to be homeless. 

To prevent some individuals or family's from taking to much space, there will also be limits: 
Singles will have a maximum space of 150m‘* of four floors each. 

(1614,5 square feet per floor) 

Families of four will have a space of 350m of four floors each maximum. > 

(3767 square feet per floor) 


These limits can be adjusted if the minimum is to small, or if there are more then enough 
living spaces to give people more space. 

Some people could have more floors if their floor's are small horizontally. If people can 
afford it, they could perhaps have seven floors maximum. However it is important that 

no individual has multiple living space's, or miles of rooms if there are still homeless people. 


We should also look at Japanese interior design to see, how they get the most out if 

tiny spaces. We can also learn from people living inside tiny houses. 

For example a bathroom can be a "huge shower" with a small sink and a bath inside. 

A bed can be a "Closet" of 1m high (3.28 feet), where you can sleep on top of your storage, 
with some stairs that will also function as a small storage space as well. 


There can also be legal limits for how much electricity, gas and heating people can use, 

to prevent people from leaving their lights and television on 24/7 and having their heating 
on 30°Celsius all the time (86° Fahrenheit). This is to limit energy consumption thus 
protecting the environment. 


For the same reason, there could also be limits on how far people travel, for example people 
can not travel further then 3000 kilometre (1864 miles) back and forth. 

Every person can only travel an unlimited distance back and forth once every 20 years, if they 
can afford it. 
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Low sunlight for the people living at ground-level and the lower floors could be a problem. 
The city and buildings can be planned so the there will always be some areas where sunlight 
can be gained even from the ground and lower planes of the buildings. 


Pyramid shaped buildings can be used. Windows and mirrors can provide sunlight to 
dark places. On the ground and lower levels lights could be used that mimic daylight. 
The lights will have a blueish tint in the morning and a reddish tint in the evening. 
People living at lower floors and the ground level have a right to obtain vitamin D 
supplements for free. 


The fact that underground floors, ground level floors and lower level floors have no light, 
or almost no light could be used as an advantage for certain processes that require 
darkness. They could be used as cold storage places. They can be utilized as dark 
greenhouses to cultivate mushrooms, micro-greens, wheatgrass, white asparagus, forced 
rhubarb and other plants that thrive in darkness. 

Perhaps they could be used to breed insects and other arthropods to provide food, 
especially proteins for the inhabitants. Some scientists were able to produce milk 

from cockroaches. 


The interior of the mega buildings will be decorated with indoor plants and potted flowers. 
The buildings will have many windows that can be opened for ventilation. 

Perhaps in certain places microbes and algae can be bred to create oxygen. 

The huge vertical buildings will also provide ideal space for vertical farming. 


There could be rooms filled with computer servers to do cloud computing. 

These servers often create heat, this can be used to warm the buildings for the inhabitants. 
Perhaps projects that require much computing can be done during the winter, 

when everyone is inside most of the time anyway. During the summer, using the servers 
can be disincentivized as warm weather can overheat the servers and there will be 

nice weather to go outside. Perhaps during the summer people can be incentivised to do 
projects outside. 


We should look at places and think about what we can use them for, think outside the box, 
combine ideas. 'Downsides' could have their upsides! 


In the megacities there can be many underground layers, people could live there, although 
I would not recommend it as no lighting can lead to depression and vitamin D deficiency. 
However there should be enough room underground, perhaps next to the megacity 

for people to shelter during war. We have to keep in mind natural disasters and wars 

can happen. Of course we must avoid war and man-made climate change at all costs, 

but it can happen. 


Megacities should have missile defense systems to defend themselves against missile attacks 
and large food stocks for times of scarcity. 
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The inhabitants must be able to sustain earthquakes, hurricanes, floods, solar flares, 
meteor impacts, nuclear attacks, and so on. 


Every citizen, if possible, must learn first aid, what do do in emergency situations and 

how to survive in the wilderness. This must be done without forcing people to sleep outside 
or to do other dangerous tasks, they will have these courses every five years and a refresher 
each year. 


Every inhabitant should have a free emergency kit and perhaps armour and gas masks. 
Along with surgical masks (in case there is a pandemic). 


The future world must be wheelchair friendly as well. Elevators and ramps can be used to 
accommodate for wheelchair users. The ramps could have conveyor belts. 

For people of short stature (dwarfism) ladders and steps will be available at all times. 
There could be protruding lines and dots on the ground for blind people. 

Every sign with text will be in the local language(s), English, Mandarin and Braille. 

I have chosen English and Mandarin because these are the most spoken languages. 


Every sign could have a screen version. This way people can choose their own language 
and audio can be used to read the signs aloud for blind people. Keep in mind these screens 
consume energy. They should not be to bright, nor have moving images as these might 
disturb people with autism, migraines and epilepsy. 

Society could appoint professional disability helpers, that help people with disabilities. 
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Some people will refuse to live in big cities, they cannot cope with the hustle and bustle of 
modern life, and that is okay. They, if they wish, can live in small villages, or perhaps even 
in tent camps or alone in nature. We will call them, 'Outsiders'. They must not be 
discriminated against. Outsiders must be informed and perhaps monitored, so they won't 
form a threat to forests and biodiversity. The outsiders can and probably will use certain 
forms of technology. 


We can make sure these tools won't pollute the earth, too much. 

As you can see in the drawing there are windmills and solar panels providing the Outsiders 
with energy. They also grow their own crops and sometimes, hunt for their own food. 

They could hunt pests (exotic creatures, multiplying and harming the environment) instead 
of rare and native species. 


The use of campfires can be forbidden or discouraged. The Outsiders could use 


more environmental friendly ways of heating like ground heat pumps, biomass boilers, air 
source heat pumps or solar thermal panels. 
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In the illustration you can see a church. The outside villages can be the remnants of old 
towns. They can live near churches or other old monuments to preserve and maintain them. 
They can still hold ceremonies inside authentic classic religious buildings. 


The villages or camps can be connected with the megacities by a road or an offshoot of 
the stacked highway. They can live far enough from the megacity to feel free from it, 

but still close enough the keep the emissions small when they travel to it by car and get 
deliveries by post. 

Perhaps Outsiders could receive and send their post and packages by drones. 

These drones could have a driver inside them, or they could be remote controlled or even 
be fully autonomous. Perhaps these drones could traverse the air by use of hot air or gas. 
Whatever option pollutes less. The Outsiders should be incentivised 

to have food stocks, in case there is a disaster or war. 

Normally Outsiders would have nothing to fear from war, they won't have much to be 
conquered. They could easily hide in the bushes and survive in the wilderness. 

They could have hidden bunkers to survive war or hurricanes. 

Outsiders can defend themselves with bows and arrows and perhaps even guns. 

They could still have the internet, telephone, ect. Outsiders should still be able to rely upon 
emergency agencies as well. 
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Chapter 4: Stacked Highways 
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I know my drawing looks a little childish, but life is to short to redraw and redo everything, 
so here it goes. We must have a positive (childlike) mind when looking at the future. 


The world faces several problems: 

1. Traffics jams everywhere 

2. Highways, bicycle routes, train stations and buses all follow different routes. 
Busses and trains have all kinds of different stops which is quite confusing. 
Perhaps it would be interesting if they followed the same route. 

3. Highways and roads take space away from nature. 


Thus, stacked highways solve these problems. As you can see in the drawing, there is a road 
for bikes, between the stacked highway and the bike road there is nature, grass. 

This space of grass, can be 20m (66 foot) or maybe 50 meters (164 foot) or more wide. 

This will prevent people on bikes from inhaling most of the CO2 and might alleviate 

the loud noises from trains and cars that might annoy cyclists. 


The first, ground level of the stacked highway is reserved for trains. 

The second layer is reserved for busses. The upper three layers are reserved for cars. 

This way people can choose their own preferred way of transport. 

On the roof of the stacked highway there are solar panels generating energy. You can also 
see small windmills on the side of the stacked highway. Through this method, electricity can 
be generated through the airflow created by cars, as well as natural winds. 


The use of cars must be discouraged. Cars can be made more expensive, this money can 
then be used to make buses and trains more cheaper. 


For some reason in Flanders, Belgium, the busses don't announce their stops. 
Sometimes this happens in trains as well. 

Many find this quite confusing. This should change. Busses and trains should have 

clear information on their screens about their next stop, the following stops and the final 
destination, along with the times and current time. Each stop must be announced 
through audio and visually using screens. 

There should also be toilets on busses and trains. There must also be stops for bikers and 
drivers on the stacked highway every 5km (3miles) where they can eat food and use the 
toilet. 


There could also be underground tunnels for cars and civilians, these tunnels could be handy 
in times of war. 

In case one stacked highway is completely broken because of an accident, there can still 

be another stacked highway, existing 5 or 10km next to it (3 tot 6 miles). They can exist 
parallel to each other. 
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In the drawing underneath, you can see how there are nets, to catch people and cars in case 
they fall of the road. Of course there will be strong walls at the side of the stacked highway of 


1m30 or 1m55 high (4,26 feet or 5,08 feet high). The nets are connected and held up by the 
horizontal masts of the small windmills. 
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Here you can see a 'top view' of the stacked highway. Drivers of cars can chose their own 
level. If one of the levels is almost 'full' then the corresponding traffic light will be red. 
This will prevent traffic jams. Again, people must be encouraged to use public transport. 
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In the above image I have illustrated how the stacked highway can be fixed. 

When a traffic accident happens, or roadworks need to be conducted one part of the levels 
can be lowered forming a ramp, allowing cars to drive upwards or downwards, avoiding 

the roadworks. Perhaps this system can also be used when one of the levels has a traffic jam. 
Each level has at least four or more horizontal lanes, at least two for each direction. 

Every stacked highway could have small underground tunnels, so small animals can cross 
the road underground safely. Perhaps every stacked highway could exist upon bridges 
creating room for fauna and flora. This way large animals like deer, don't need to cross the 
road. 


Chapter 5: Where Else? 


In these examples humans live close together in megacities on land. However, to combat 
overpopulation other spaces could be created to live. There could be entire cities 
underground, floating cities on water or underwater cities. Of course these might have 

a negative impact on the environment, and underground cities might be depressing and 
unhealthy for its citizens because of the lack of light. 

Their could be floating cities in the air, driven by warm air or gas. Again this option might be 
quite polluting. 


For people that like a lot of noise and flashing lights, there could be "loud towns". 

Towns where people can blast loud music and party. However there could be an age limit, 
for example, only people older then 12 can visit such towns. And births will happen outside 
of loud towns, perhaps in a secluded hospital 5km (3miles) away from the loud town. 

This way people can CHOOSE to live in loud towns, or visit them. No one will be born inside, 
thus forced to live in loud towns. Of course it's inhabitants might suffer from tinnitus, 

but they chose to live this way and knew the risk. 


It is for the utmost importance that humanity goes to space. It is not important if the first 
people in space will be billionaires or scientists, if we as a species wish to survive, we need to 
start living in space. A species that only lives on one planet is doomed, a meteor-strike or any 
other planetwide cataclysm could wipe out humanity. After some billions of years the sun is 
going to expand, evaporating all water, wiping out humanity or its descendents if they 

do not adapt. 

If humanity lives in space as well, our species (or descendants) can live for billions of years, 
beyond earths lifespan. Other planets (or space stations) will be a 'back-up' for 

humanity. 

People could live inside moonbases, or marsbases. Planets could be terraformed, 

this means turning other planets into earth-like, self-sustaining planets where humanity can 
thrive. 


Humans could live in self-sustaining giant space stations their entire lives. These stations 
could orbit earth, the sun, or even other planets. 
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They could be launched towards other planetary systems or galaxies, 

making it possible for humanity to peacefully colonize empty planets far away. Some of these 
space stations could be launched into empty space, ensuring humanity survives, 

even in the furthest places of the universe. 


Space will be a new frontier for our species, there we can build a new world using the lessons 
we learned from our history on earth. 


Chapter 6: A Gradual Shift 


When we transition into this new world of megacities and lush nature, it is important this 
shift does not happen all at once. Building megacities in the middle of nowhere will lead to 
the destruction of nature and ghost cities. The biggest cities existing on this planet can be 
gradually transformed into vertical megacities by building huge skyscrapers with green roofs 
and then connect them using skybridges. The tranquillity rules can be introduced in most, 

if not all places. 

Green roofs and solar panels can be introduced on most roofs, if these roofs are 

strong enough. People should be obliged to remove unused hard/cement floors that 

are outside, to make place for nature and to prevent flooding. Then, buildings that are 

build inside cities should be obliged have a minimum of 10 floors, making room for 4 or 5 
families. Empty, dilapidated buildings inside towns can be demolished to make place for 

high skyscrapers. Unused buildings near a city can be turned into agricultural land, 

or a field of solar panels or wind turbines. Buildings that are far away of a city 

can be turned into nature. People outside of cities, should be encouraged to live vertically 

in megacities, or to live as the new Outsiders. If they choose to live as Outsiders, they will be 
taught to live as eco-friendly hunter gatherers still using their preferred technology. 

The use of polluting transport will be discouraged world wide. Cars and especially aeroplanes 
will be discouraged. Perhaps, planes could be banned entirely. 


Stacked highways can be build, next to existing highways. When the stacked highway is 
ready to be used, the existing highway can be replaced by fauna and flora. 

In the next phase; small towns near cities can merge into the vertical mega city, 

small villages not far from towns can gradually be transformed into fields of wind turbines, 
agricultural land or solar turbine fields. Small remote villages can be gradually be turned into 
nature reserves, or self-sustaining Outsider settlements. It is important to encourage people 
to move, and not to force them outside of their houses. Society can wait until the inhabitants 
pass away of old age before transforming the buildings. Agricultural industries will 

be encouraged or obliged to farm next to cities, or to do vertical farming inside 

the megacities. They will be encouraged or obliged to give remote farms back to nature. 
Especially animal farming will be downsized as it is very polluting. The existing industries will 
have to transition to insect-farming instead. 


Slowly but surely the world can transform into an eco-friendly place, where nature as well as 
humanity can flourish. 
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Chapter 7: A New Society 


Not only will society look different visually, it will function differently as well! 

The economy and growth should no longer be primary goals, as they have a destructive 
impact on our environment and the physical and mental well being of humanity. 
Happiness and longevity will be the new goals of society! Animal well-fare will be 
important as well. There will be a focus on scientific discovery and its progress. 


Daylight saving time will be abolished. Instead, globally, during the winter people will 

start workdays 30 minutes later and end 30 minutes earlier. In the Northern Hemisphere 
this will start each October and end every April. In the Southern Hemisphere this will start in 
April and end in October. This time of the year will be called 'Winter Short Time’, 

or the somewhat humorous ‘Winter Shorts’. 


Through this method, there will be more sunlight when people go to their work and return, 
so there will be less traffic accidents. People will also be able to sleep an hour longer, 
because many people are more tired during the winter. This way a lot of depressions 

and burnouts will be avoided. 


Planned obsolescence will be banned, products will be made to last long and 

to be easily repaired. There will be two day or four day work weeks with 4 to 7 hour 

work days. People will be able to work for money or volunteer. There must be many places 
for people to meet each other and to do their hobbies or projects with materials provided. 
People should be able to learn new concepts and skills no matter their age, background, 
gender (or lack thereof). 


Because of overpopulation, there might be a two child or one child policy, however this is 
highly controversial and to many unethical. There could be a ban on having more then three, 
or four kids, but even this might be unethical. 


There could be new currencies replacing euros, dollars, ect.... 

A global currency could exist along with local currencies. 'Globes' or 'Globies' would be 

the name of the worldwide currency. 'Lockies' (pronounced ‘low-key') can be the name of 
the local currency. Every country could have their own version of 'Lockies' under a different 
name, and their worth will vary greatly from country to country. 

Like money, they will be rewarded to people in return for labour, goods, services, etc. 

And again, just like money they can be used to buy goods, services, labour and so on. 


There will also be a new currency that everyone gets every month: 

'Lons' (from the word, ‘life loans'). One Lon will be around 1 euro (1,1USD). 

With Lons you can only pay for necessities like: food, rent, bills (gas, water, electricity), 
medical bills, medication, psychotherapists, gym membership, items related to health 
(sunscreen, toothbrushes, condoms,....) and so on. Perhaps it could also pay for the travel 
to your work. 
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You cannot buy candy, or other unhealthy foods and drinks using Lons. You cannot buy 
alcohol or tobacco using Lons or gamble with it. Lons are for necessities only. 

People will receive 2100 Lons per month (equals 2,300 USD) 

However, if everyone has free housing and do not need to pay the rent, 

people could receive less, like 1400 Lons per month (equals 1,533 USD) 

People with certain disabilities can receive more Lons so they can afford more tools 
and help. 


Three different types of currency may sound like a lot and confusing, but it could lead to 
healthy economy. By giving people Lons instead of money, peoples basic needs are covered 
without inflating other currencies. Even better is, the people cannot use Lons to make bad 
decisions. They cannot buy alcohol or illegal drugs, they can buy food and pay the rent 
however. 


If people want to live in more luxury, or enjoy some fast food they can work for it. 

People's payments will be part Globes and part Lockies. 

They can decide or negotiate how much of the payment will be in Globes and Lockies. 
Through Globes, people can make easy international deals and travel more easily. However if 
the international market is suffering globally, people can still count on their Lockies. 

If one local economy is failing, people still have their Globes. 

These three currencies, will be different assets, and the more assets one has, the more stable 
they are economically speaking. 

These currencies are both available in digital form and in cash. There will always be a cash 
version of money, and it should not be abolished. People can still barter and trade using 
goods and labour as well. 


In the ideal world there will no longer be prisons, and no death penalty. 

A state that kills its own citizens is not a good state. 

There won't be any prisons because locking up criminals, with other criminals for many 
years, and then releasing them just like that into a changed world will only make 

the criminals reoffend. Often criminals learn how to do crime from fellow prisoners 
and/or are abused by other offenders. 


Instead there will be Criminal Rehabilitation Centre's (CRC). Of course, it will be a place 
people can't get out of easily. Some might spent years there. The CRC will to reform and 
educate offenders. Using guidance, therapy, psychology and perhaps medication, 
criminals will be able to reintegrate into society as productive satisfied citizens. 

In CRC's offenders might do work there. Of course some people are to dangerous to live 
in society, (for example serial k"Illers and serial r"pists). These people can 

permanently live in the CRC, strictly monitored. From there, these dangerous people could 
perhaps still perform some work, if possible, so they still contribute to our society. 
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Aside from responding to crimes, there will also be done a lot to prevent crimes. 

The public will be well informed of the rules. People, especially children, teens and 
young adults will be monitored for their behaviour. Children displaying dangerous, 
psychopathic or sociopathic behaviour can receive guidance and psychological therapy 
preventing them from becoming possible offenders. 


There will also be no more fines. When people commit crimes, they will have to go the CRC, 
or do some labour. This is because paying fines means nothing to millionaires. 

Paying a 1000 euro fine is a lot for many, but is nothing for a millionaire or billionaire. 
However most peoples lifespan is roughly the same, thus spending some time in a CRC 

or doing some labour sends a clear message. However the offender should still pay 

the police some money, because police interventions cost money. 

If there are victims that need to be paid (hospital bills, broken goods, therapy) the offender 
needs to pay them, of course. 


When a company commits a crime, like when facebook ignored peoples privacy, 

these companies will need to pay large fines, and the people responsible should 

spent some time in the CRC or do some labour. The reason companies need to pay fines, 

is because companies exist for money, their goal is to grow, so making companies pay a fine 
will be most effective. 


Besides Globes and Lockies there will also be Reps (from reputation). For people over 21. 
Reps are a digital reward system to incentivise people to do acts of kindness. 

Everyone can give unlimited Reps, and can receive unlimited Reps. When you give Reps, 

it does not decrease the Reps you have. When people do something good, like holding 

a door open, helping someone with moving, do a chore for someone else, they can be 'paid' 
with Reps. The more Reps one has, the better their reputation is. 


People can give online positive comments when giving Reps, so everyone can see the 
positive aspects of someone. Of course the comments will be optional, people can choose to 
receive Reps without ever receiving the comments. The comments will also be heavily 
monitored for insults and slander. 

There can be rewards for certain milestones. For example: people can receive 

an online certificate after 100 Reps, a paper degree after 10.000 Reps and a plaque after 

a 1.000.000 Reps. For each hundred or thousand Reps people can choose a small reward like 
a poster, comic, movie ticket, ect... 


Besides the Reps, there will also be Bad Reps, BR for short. This stands for 'Bad Reputation’. 
This will be optional. However if people opt in, they can receive Bad Rep points from 
anonymous senders, every BR will come with a heavily monitored comment why they 
received the Bad Rep. The amount of BRs and the comments will be private and only read 
by moderators and the people that send and receive them. 

The moderators will have confidentiality and professional secrecy. 
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The BRs will be there for people to learn and improve themselves. Of course, 

each comment will have text above it saying not to take these comments to seriously. 
Above and underneath each comment there will be motivational quotes about 
self-improvement. Every two years, the Bad Reps will reset to zero, and if one wishes, 
the negative comments will be deleted as well. 


Companies, shops, etc. can receive Reps and Bad Reps as well, these will function similarly 
to the reviews on google maps. However, streets will also be able to receive Rep's and BR's 
All the Rep's and BR's will be public, informing the public of what companies and 
neighbourhoods are good, and which aren't. BR will give companies feedback on what they 
do and do not right. Through BR law enforcers can notice what neighbourhoods need more 
attention. Every BR point and negative comment lasts five years. So if a company or 
neighbourhood improved they won't suffer from old reviews. 


A lot of things should be de-stigmatized like going to a mental hospital, not having a job, 
s"xwork, p"rn, and so on. 


Because of automation we might end up in a post-work society. This means people will 
no longer NEED to work, perhaps we as a society are already transitioning into one. 
Perhaps jobs will be created to give people a purpose and income. 

Giving people the choice to work, even though machines could do it faster, better 

and cheaper. 


Maybe, there will be no jobs at all and people will live in leisure. They will do fitness, 
practice hobbies, consume art or make art themselves. They will learn and do science. 
People will be free to fill in their lives the way they wish. 


Anyhow, societal changes should be tested and gradually introduced. 
The goal will be to improve places and people in a humane way. 
And to keep the human race alive and happy, and to take care of Earth's biodiversity as well. 


Chapter 8: What Others Suggested 


I asked others what their ideal world looked like and this is what they proposed: 


- Aworld of freedom where there is no discrimination and where everyone can be 
themselves. In this world there is no war, only peace and cooperation. 


- It would be interesting if people could speak all languages using some sort of machine that 
translates what you say, like google translate but better.
